TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Lewis 
Coy  la  Blache,  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Ann,  Soho,  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex,  Surgeon,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Second,  by  II is 
5  Royal  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date 
the  Twelfth  day  of  November,  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  His  said  Majesty’s 
reign,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  did  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  Louis  Coy  la  Blache,  Ilis 
special  licence,  full  power,  sole  priviledge  and  authority,  that  I,  the  said 
10  Louis  Coy  la  Blache,  my  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  should  and 
lawfully  might,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  expressed,  use,  exercise,  and 
vend,  throughout  that  part  of  His  said  Majesty’s  Kingdom  of  Great  Brittain 
called  England,  His  Dominion  of  Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed, 
and  also  in  His  Majesty’s  Colonies  and  Plantations  abroad,  my  “  New-invented 
}5  Medecine  called  Royal  Military  Drops,  which  are  an  efeectual  Remedy  for 
the  Venereal  Disorder  in  all  its  various  Stages,  Ulcers,  the  King’s  Evil, 
and  all  Scrophulous  Distempers  in  which  said  recited  Letters  Patent  is 
contained  a  provisoe  obliging  me,  the  said  Louis  Coy  la  Blache,  by  writing 
under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  a  particular  description  of  the  nature  of  my 
20  said  new-invented  medicine,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  performed,  to  be 
inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  within  four  kalendar 
months  from  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by 
the  same,  relation  being  thereunto  had,  may  more  at  large. 
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NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  provisoe,  I,  the  said 
Louis  Coy  la  Blache,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  new-invented  medecine, 
called  Royal  Military  Drops,  are  made  of  the  several  particulars  and  in 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say : — 

Mercurius  crudi  et  cinabaris  redivivi,  salis  marini,  salis  nitri  depurate,  5 
vitriolis  viridi,  aloes  succetrinae,  mirrhse,  olibanum,  balsamum  peruvianum, 
opii,  spiritus  vini,  aqua  pluvialis.
